A number of
complex conditions muy enter in fixing
the genernl trend of each series in
different districts,

Where evidence of a fracture or
fault exists, with the direction inter-
minable, this may be approximately
obtained, thus: Determine the bear-
ings of joints of rock outerops in the
vicinity, The member having n strike
most nearly coincident with that of the
mujor fractures of that section will
most grobably approach that of the
fracture, whose strike i2 to be deter-
mined; or where eonditions suggest a
different strike, it will approach that
of the one of the three corresponding
memibers, of 4 set (constructed as indi-
ented which comes nearest
filling the given conditions.

It has been the practice heretofore
to cross-cut at right angles in both
directions from the strike of a fracture
or fault soas to cut parallels or semi-
parnllels, Where cross fractures nlso
enter the problem, this s inadequate.
With the constant relations between
the eross-fractures known, it resolves
itaelf into a simple matter to determine
the direction necessary for the smallest
amount of cross-cutting to locate all
fractures. For
eroas-eutting in four
directions at an acute angleof 30 deg
with the strike of the fracture would
fill these conditions,
